2. COUNSELOR ALLEGED THAT 1) TURKS HAD SEIZED WHEAT STOCKS 
FROM AKHNA VILLAGE ON 24 OCT. AND RETURNED ON 26 OCT. TO 
LOOT ENTIRE VILLAGE AND 2) IN CONTEXT OF RECENT TURKISH 
ACTION IN DHERINIA, OVERFLIGHTS, SHOOTINGS ALONG GREEN 
LINE, THIS FITS IN WITH PATTERN OF TURKISH CEASEFIRE VIOLA 
TIONS. 

3. EUR/SE DIRECTOR REPLIED THAT WE HAD NOT YET RECEIVED 
ANY REPORTS OF ALLEGED INCIDENT BUT THAT WE WOULD CERTAIN- 
LY WANT TO LOOK INTO IT AND CHECK OUT THE FACTS. ANY 
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DETAILS ON THIS MATTER WHICH EMBASSY CAN PROVIDE WOULD
